IMPERSONATION STORY 

The case for the King’s Proctor was

The King's Proctor further alleged 
that Mr. Heaven got up early one morn- 
ing and me I- MfllletT, the inquiry a gen:, 
tit his friend's house. The wife nt a 
friend of Mr. Heaven was / alleged Io 
have person a led Rose Hayward. 

“There is not. and never has been 
such a person as Hose Hayward, of 
Hickman-coad. Sparkbrook,” ? Sir Boyd 
Merriman stated. 

The hearing of the evidence occupied 
live days. 

Lord Merrivale, giving Judgment, 
said that Ihe evidence given before Mr. 
Justice Swift at Birmingham Assizes 
in December 3931 was almost teller 
perfect. 

“So fnr «? I know,” said Lord Merri- 
vale. “nothing more would have been 
heard of the ca*c had not Carey (a friend 
of Heaven), after the decree had l>ocn 
granted, presented himself liefocc the 
judge und required to he heard. 

” Asked what pnr|K>?e he had he said, 

■ It will t>? soinetiiinK that reflects on the 
ton r?c of -justice.* whereupon the judge 
properly told him tliot lie had better 
write to the ICing’s Proctor. 

*’ That eve nine Carey wrote to the KinR's 
Proctor— a riniple lelter statiiiK, iu effect, 
that the cose was trumped-up. 

CRAVE CHARGES 

"This must be said about Carey: that 
• lie look a course which, if he had been 
guilty of conduct which be aught not to 
have been guilty of. put him forthwith 
io the way of punishment.” 

■ It was now submitted that the house 
where Heaven was alleged to have 
committed adultery was Carey's house. 

U was said that Heaven never slept 
(here, that the inquiry agent never 
went imo the bedroom, and Um the 

. corroborative detail was all fiction. He 
. did not see a woman in bed or sec 
Heaven in a Jiedroom with a woman. 

Carey said -he knew Heaven was 
being pursued wit it a view to divorce 
proceeding* against him. and h^ 
thought ‘ i-tie best way to proteci him 
was to plant a fictitious case upon the 
inquiry agent. 

Mrs. Carey had .said -that, on this 
morning, her husband told her to put 
on a dressing-gown, and, when Iho. in- 
quiry agent came to the door, Heaven 
was downstairs, . and her husband 
called her down. 

Il was clear, proceeded Lord Merri- 
vnle, that Carey had worked off a hoax. 
Whether he Intended it to be an inno- 
cent hoax was quite another thing. 

There had' been grave charges of 
perjury, hut / the ' Public Prosecutor 
would consider how that matter slood.
